We do not recommend this, book 
to those with’ weak nerves or to

The Sydney cricket ground is 
full of memories, and recently 
a discovery. was made in-a 
locker. of a valuable shield 
which commemorates the first 
Australian side to visit Eng- 
land, the team of.
